EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 26, please delete lines 1-3 and add "A method for inspecting groups of 
drugs, comprising; 

Providing the groups of the drugs in packs and interconnecting the packs to 
provide strings;". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1- 51 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art, either singularly or in combination, fairly teaches or 
suggests applicant's claimed invention wherein applicant recites as follows: 
As per method claim 1 ; 

"wherein said stored image is maintained as proof of the state of the packs at the 
time of inspection "; 
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As per method claim 26; 

"wherein data relating to said drugs are stored in a memory, and the scanned 
image of the patient data and packs having the group of drugs therein, is entered in said 
memory for providing proof of the state of each pack at the time of inspection"; 

As per device claim 15: 

"storage means for storing said patient data scans with said drug scans"; 
As per device claim 40: 

"wherein storage means are provided for storing said patient data scans and said 
drug scans for providing proof of the state of each pack at the time of inspection".
